The Collsenm.

Amidat all the bustle it 18 quite natural that the
centre of attraction should be the bullding in which
this great cclebration |8 to tike pince, the bullding
better Known as the Collseum,

The feneral anawer to the question, ""“Whaere |a the
Collseum situated 17 18, “On St James Park, Back
Bay.” This answer I8 generally ample to satis(y n
resident or a snburban, but the strunger needs more
explicit information, and for his benedt we may adil
that 8t James Park was a fow months ago nothing
more or less than part of a sandy plain of several
acres, constituting s part of the territory recialmed
from the sea under the operation known as the
“Back Bay Improvement,” The Park was iald ont only
on the maps, having nothing but imaginary bonn-
daries, and being In fact o 'Park™ only in o progpec-
pive sense.  The spol, however, I8 enslly describid 1n
the remark that it lles at the foot or wostern ex-
tremity of the settied portions of Boyiston gtreet and
St Jamea avenne, which thoronghfares form the
best immediate appronches to it The Coliseum
covers most of the surface presoribed for the “Park.”
and extends over considerabile more ground, too, in
the direction of the Providence Rallroad track, to
within two hundred feet of which its sontherly wall
approaches, The buildiag &8 about fifteen hundred
feet, judging by the eye, due southwest of the Tnstl-
tute of Technology and the Academy of Natarnl His-
tory, and a quarter of a mile, more or less, from the
ponthwest corner of the Publie Garden.

The Collsenm I8 really a magnificent bullding. By
politeness of Messras, Dunham & Niles (the gentle-
men to whom the arrangements for the press have
been entrusted, and te whose kind attentions your
correspondent {s much indebted) we were enabled
to get an inslde view of the buliding this morning,
The degorations are decldedly imposing, belng rich
and, at the same time, approprigte, O course,
bunting in the national eolors prevalls, Flags and
coats of arms of every nation foat from the pillars
that support the celling, The stage occupies about
two-fifths of the struoture, the space allotted to the

GUNPOWDER.

A New BMechanical Motor-An Importaat Tone
vention—The Gunpowder Hammer nnd Pile-
Driver.

The application of gunpowder as a mechanical
motor has beenn a problem with englueers for any
veurs past, snd the problem appears now Lo have
been sulved, ot least #0 far as the use of this mate-
rinl as o substitnte for stenm and other sources of
power in forging and pile-driving,

Some weeks ago we pablished s description
of some Intercating experiments at the Frankiin
Institute with & gunpowder forge-hammer, in-
vented by Mr. Thomas Shaw, which proved, as
conclusively a2 was possilile with a small model, the

racticubility and great value of the Invention

(eslerday aflternoon these experlimonts were re-
shmed on & larger scale at the silp yard of John W,
Lyun, Heed street wharf, where s number of en-
ginears and others inteéreated o mechanleal sclence
assembled 0 witness the performances of o pfle-
driving machine constrocted on the same principle
as the gunpowder forge-hamuer.

The experiments were conducied under the saper-
vision of a committee composed of Chier Engineer
W. W. W, Wood, United States Navy; T, J. Love-

ood, Esq,, Ingpector of Boflers; and H. L. Hoff,
£8q., of Hoff, Fontaine & Abbott, Eagle Iron Works,
who have kepl an acourate record of all the data
pecessary to demonstrate the actual performances
of the machine, 1t was the unanimons opinlon not
only of the committes, but of all who were present.
thit the invention was one of great lmportance, an
that It must nltimately lead o farther investigations
in the same direckion, whichiwill huve arevolutionary
effect on the whole system at present In vogue for
the ferging of metals. The guupowder hammer
pushes as well as striked, and this quality of its per-
formance suggests an impertant consideration in the
munipulntion of metals that engineers will be qulck
to appreciate,

Another fmportant element In this gunpowder
machine 18 I8 cheapuess and the economy with
which it ean be operated. Krapp, the celebrated
Prossinn gun fonnder, has Row o course of con-
struction the largest steam hammer ever made, To
obtain a proper foundation for It he wus obliged to
dig one hundred feet lnto the earth, and when com-
veted the machine will cost over 300,000 1 goldd,
The tnventor of the gunpowder hammer claims that
he can construct & machine for §5000 In currency
that will do equally heavy work. at an almost
nominal cost after 1t 18 onee ercoted.  ITndeed,
the cconomy of operating the machine i an lmpor-
tant consideration: the powder used I8 a cheap
compound of chloride of potash and bitaminous
corl, gand In operating o pille-driver, such s was used
for the experiments  yesterday afternoon, it 18 esti-
mated that the gaving In the wear and tear of the
ropes of the old-fashioned plle-driver alone, will
more than cover the cost of the powder, doing awny
altogether with the stenm engine, employlog but
two nen, or & mun and u boy, to operate i, and
doing elght thmes the Work with a given ratio of
po wer,

The gunpowder forge-hummer hns for a founda-
tion an snvil block, securvl o two giide  pillars, be-
tween which the huminer is gulded.  Thero s also a
socondary novil which is saspeoded immediately
over the anvil block, the welght of this sceondary
auvil belng supported on two alr chawbars,  The
bottom of this sccondiury anvil s provided with the
usunl forging dles, varying with the Kiod of wourk to
L performed,

The topof this secondary anvil terminates ina
eviinder of & dimeter corvesponding in size with the
plunger of the lower end of 1he haimmer or ram.

The metal to be forgel 18 squeezold and pounded
between these two anvils, and a8 there 8 couside-
rible weight in the secondary anvil it 18 necessary
that it should be supported off from the work when
not in operation.  For this purpose the alr chambers
are provided,  These couslst of two pliin brass
cyiinders tfirmly secared to the guide pillars, open nt
thie top for the reception of the plston rods and pis-
tons ftting the bore of the eylinder, making a tight
joint by whiat 8 known as hydeaulic packing, The
upper ends of these plston rods are secured [o a
crosshead from the secondary anvil, If these plstons
are Wfted entirely out of the cylinders, aud then
ullowed to dedcend o them agaly, they would com-
press the air in the exlinders until it was sutticlently
contracted to canse a pressure eqiel 1o the welght it
has 1o support.

1n case the bualk of alr Is too great thos supporting
the anyil, or too high above the work, o salfety-vilve
18 provided, the spring of which 18 cantrollid by &
thumb-gcrew, which can beé so regulated that the
secondary anvil can be supported st any desirad dis-
tance above the work.

A pipe connects the two afr chambers, causing the
pressure to be the sene o cach. As plir escupes from
the sufety-valve, however, there woull be danger of
having it all lost, were thers ne provision for its re-
newnd, but this} provision 8 made in the following
manner:;—"1There is n groat pressare of alr and gas
ut evoery stroke of the hammer, i the linder of thy
secondary anvil: here 18 an inexhoustinle supply of
airand gus, under pressure, amd all that 18 nooes-
sary {8 to tap this eylinder by a pipe connected with
the piston rod, which 15 made hollow Tor the passaga
of the gas, This pipe 18 proyided with an adjustabtle
check-vilve for the retention of the gus.

By means of this supply and safety-valve, the
secondury anvil can be ralsed and Jowerad at wiil
The bammer 8 canght aml held between the gulides
by ulong friction rod, secared by pivoted arms Lo ons
of the guldes In snch b mannoer that when the frig-
tion rod 18 pulled down the distance between the
guldes 18 diminished, cansing a pinching upon and
friction to the hammer suMelent to arrest and hold
1ts welght suspended, This action only occurs on the
down stroke, for the np stroke pushes the friction
rod in a direction to Adminish the frictlon, allowing
the hammer to ascend reely, but holding it against
uny attempt to descend, and thus playlog e very lm-
portant part in the operation of the engine,

In addition to this automaotls setlon of the frietlons
rod, it 1s completely under the control of the opera-
tor by means of a Jever cohnected with the siawe
rod, by which it oan be held entirely out of touching
distance of the hammer, or can be muade o cateh
the hammer at overy stroke,

The platform I8 placed some 18 or 20 leet ahove
the ground, and on 1t there 18 suMelent room for the
engineor and flveman to operate, The platform
placod ut this distaneg permits the smiths to have
fall room to oporate without interfering with the
engineer.

A platon rod and piston are held suspsnded from
A cross-beam ot the extrewe tap of the gulde pii
Iars, and the topof the hamezer 18 bored for the
reception of the piston. The object of this is to
form an alr cushiion to arrest the hammer and
throw It viclently down agalo when delng heavy
work,

‘The hivmmer (8 worked tn this wise:—A small oar-
tridgee of powder (8 thrown nto the eylinder of the
secondary anvill, and thenthe hammer 18 reloased
and allowed to fall, forcing its plunger into the cylin-
der, exploding e powder, \'t"lllvu drives the hnn-

mer up agalp, and st the same thme forces the
secondary auvil violently down upon the object to he
forood, thus producing ‘s pressare of 16,000 pounds
for every gquare lnch of wreaof the plunger; and
this pressure 18 continned for a prolonged period, as
compared with ordinary pounding, snd affords the
kind of pressure Lhst Is necessary for the production
of homogeneous forgings, The (pertia of the socond-
ary anvil I8 overcome bolore the explosion of the
powder, by reason of the pressure of the confinesd
air foreing the auvil down opon the wass, the speed
thus obtalued conslderably sugmenting the force of
the blow,

munehine 15 at once cheap, imple, and eMeoient, and
It will doubtless speedlly come into favor with en-
